CANADA’S NATIONAL DEBT INCREASING. 


The Net Amount Per Head Has More than 
Doubled in Twenty-one Years. . 

Torowto, Ont., May 20.—{Special.]—The 
Globe, in a significant article today headed 
“A Word of Warning,“ compares the Nation- 
al debt of the United States with the National 
debt of Canada, and says: 

Taking the last statistical book, an official pub- 
lication, it will be found that the net debt per 
head of Canada has increased from $22 in 1368 to 
$46 in 1889. The last statistical abstract of the 
United States shows that the debt of that country 
has been reduced from $67 per head in 1868 to $15 
in 1889. It is sometimes alleged that. although 
our federal debt is three times larger per head 
than that of our neighbors, their State debts are 
so vastly greater than our provincial debts that 
on the whole Canada’s financial condition is the 
better of the two. 

That this is erroneous is shown by a census bul- 
letin just issued from Washington giving the ag- 
gregate debt of the States and Territories July 1 
last and the statistical abstract of the Dominion

DAVIS’ FAILURE RUINS ANOTHER FIRM. 


Houghton & Godfrey of Lynn, Mass., Make 
an Assignment.

The news was received in Mexico about 5 
o’clock calling for doctors and help.

Mr. Doerger 
and his daughter, 12 years of age, were in 
bed. The daughter is fatally injured with a 
large hole in her side, one leg broken, and 
several severe cuts in the head. 

Mrs. Doerger was in another bed with two 
children, both of whom were seriously and 
probably fatally injured. Mrs. Doerger is 
seriously wounded and presents a terrible 
sight. Mr. Doerger had cuts im his head, 
body, and arms and was probably internally 
injured. He will die. His house was swept 
from existence, the barn blown down, and 
two horses killed. 

Father, Mother, and Children Will Die. 

The next house’ was William Strauberg’s. 
There were there William Yostmeyer, wife 
and baby and little girl. They were all fatal- 
ly injured. Yostmeyer’s house and everything 
on the place were swept away. 

‘The next place visited was E. B. Norris’. 
There were found seven injured. The first 
was Miss Gertie Fletcher, daughter of R. S. 
Fletcher. She is fatally injured. Her skull 
is broken and her head laid open. Caleb Nor- 


| is is badly hurt, but not dangerously. His 
| wife is fatally hurt end his son and 


daughter are seriously mangled. Mrs. Emily 
Seal, a widow aged 60, will die. Mr. Norris’ 
mother is fatally hurt. The cyclone seemed 
to be the hardest at this house. The house, 
bedding, and furniture are scattered over the 
fields for half a mile. 

The house of Valentine Erdle caught fire 
and was swept away, including barns and out- 
houses. The residence of T. B. Hall was 
blown down, but his family was saved by go- 
ung into the cellar. A horse was carried half a 
mile and dashed to pieces. Thomas Werkman’s 
house was swept away. The home of Beston 
Kunkel was swept away. Mr. Kunkel was 


picked up and thrown against a wagon and 


instantly killed. His orchard was rooted 
completely up and the trees carried several 
hundred yards and scattered over the 
country. A farmer by the nameof Rogers 
was killed and several others whose names 
could not be learned. Fences were blown 
down and the wheat fields are as flat as if 
mowed in harvest time. A farmer named 
Crane was caught in the storm in his wagon 
and literally torn to pieces. 
Carried Off with His Barn. 

Joseph Kendall’s house and barn were 
blown down and Kendall killed. He had just 
left the house and gone to the barn as the 
barn was lifted up. The barn was scattered 
all over the fields. 

James Dillard’s house was blown down, and 
a mowing-machine was carried about 100 


yards and literally torn to shreds; A large 


iron roller weighing 1,000 pounds was taken 
up and broken to pieces. A calf was taken up 
and carried over a quarter of a mile. Several 
horses were killed outright. Twenty-five 
chickens were plucked clean of feathers, and 
the spokes of wago.-wheels were twisted and 
broken. ! 

There is no doubt that great destruction of 
property and life has occurred further east. 
Great trees were taken up by the roots and 
broken off. The scenes here are heartrending 
in the extreme. 

T. S. Morris said: “ When I first noticed 
the storm the wind blew a gale. I was 
1 my baby in my arms when the 
cyclone struck the house. I was dashed against 
the house and the baby was carried a hundred 
yards and dashed against a tree. I picked it 
up and went back to the house to find it

CYCLONE AT CENTRALIA, MO, 


Reported Loss of Life and Great Destruc- 
tion of Property—The Storm in Iowa. 
Cenrratia, Mo., May 20.— Special 4 
funnel-shaped cyclone one-half mile wide 
passed a mile north of this place today. Fif- 
teen or twenty dwellings were totally de- 
stroyed by it and many persons were injured, 
some fatally.

Foreign Buying Starts a General Advance 
in Prices in Wall Street. 

Nuw Tonk, May 20.— [Special. London 
bought stocks today and the foreign news 
was less disquieting. Of the $4,500,000 gold 
which bankers last Monday said they wouid 
ship $4,250,000 went out by the Majestic this 
morning, but bills were practically unsala- 
ble above 4.87 and no specie was engaged 
to go by tomorrow’s German steamer. The 
receipts of gold in London from this side and 
the beginnmg of the return flow from Scot- 
land following the Whitsun settlements are re- 
flected in a steady increase of the Bank of 
England’s reserve and a decline in discounts 
over there today. These facts and the buying 
of Americans for foreign account, together 
with the beneficent rains in the Northwest 
and a consequent break of two cents in wheat 
this morning, gave the bears a very uncom- 
fortable feeling and they started to cover the 
short lines they have been putting out so 
boldly. 

As a result of their scramble for stocks the 
market closed buoyant on a net advance of 
1% to 244 per cent in all the active issues. 
Louisville had been heavily oversold by Chi- 
cago and local bears and as a consequence it 
is up 2 per cent on a moderate volume of 
transactions. St. Paul furnished nearly 30 
per cent of the total and is up 1%. The con- 
dition of the exchanges induces the belief that 
no more gold will be withdrawn unless the 
Bank of Eugland again advances its price for 
the metal. Stocks closed at the very top fig- 
ures of the day. ’

Dramatic Scenes in the Convention.

When the resolutions were read a fit 
of frenzy seemed to have struck the 
convention, The delegates arose to 
aman and waved their hats and handker- 
2 Some of them wept like children and 
fell all over each other. Some of the crowd 
saw the opportunity to add to the enthusiasm. 
Davis of Texas took the stand and made a 
very passionate and sentimental speech about 
the unity of the North and South. Wads- 
worth of Indiana, an old Union soldier 
stepped on the stage and the two men went 
through the tableau of bridging over the 
bloody chasm. To add to the picture, the 
flags and banners of several delegations were 
waved over them, and the excitement and de- 
light of the delegates knewno bounds, It 
was fully ten minutes before order was re- 
stored, and then the crowd would break out 
again with the same aimless yelling that is 
often witnessed at a camp-meeting. 

A Missouri delegate got mixed in his sur- 
roundings and began to thank the Lord for 
giving him such a blessed privilege as to wit- 
ness this love-feast. He went around the 
stage asking the delegates there if they didn’t 
think that monopolists were at that mo- 
ment trembling in their boots over their im- 
pending doom from the wrath of an outraged 
people. It was a most remarkable tacle 
and showed clearly that the men who com- 
pose this convention have an enthusiasm in 
their cause that almost borders on frenzy.

The present administration may be embar- 
rassed seriously by these performances ot ex- 
Mayor Cregier. The pay-rolls of the Board of 
Public Works have been so stufféd that that 
department will be short of money as well as 
the police. How far other branches of the 
service have been damaged is not yet known. 
There are two courses open to Mayor Wash- 
burne. Oneof them is to make good these 
deficiencies by drawing on the general fund, 
which is the working capital of the city. But 
that has been pretty well exhausted by the 
extravagant appropriations of the last two 
Councils. If it is all spent the city will have 
to resort to scrip next spring: The other 
course is to economize where it is possible, to 
dismiss all the supernumeraries and all whose 
services are not absolutely needed. The 
Mayor doubtless will adopt the latter. It is 
unfortunate that the anxiety of his predeces- 
sor for reélection should have made it neces- 
sary to cut-down the police force so much, but 
under the efficient non-partisan administra- 
tion of the new Superintendent the men who 
remain will do as much work as if not more 
than the political retainers of Cregier. 


BUILDING UP HAMBURG AT EXPENSE OF 
KANSAS CITY. 

It is interesting to see how much the United 
States can be injured and foreign nations ben- 
efited by a little order of the Treasury De- 
partment. Silver lead ores imported from 
Mexico pay a duty of a cont and a half a 
pound on the lead contained in them. That 
is doing harm to this country, for American 
capital and labor are being diverted to build 
smelting establishments in Mexico. This 
used to be done in this country. The Treas- 
ury Department has gone a step further, and 
has made a regulation that where ores from 
different mines are mixed to form one lot for 
export they must pay—the silver as well as 
the lead—a duty of a cent and a half a pound, 
or $83 per ton. 

As it is necessary to aggregate the output of 
several small mines to make a shipment this 
Treasury regulation forces the owners of these 
small mines to look elsewhere than to this 
country for a market. So last winter 115.000 
tons of silver-l6ad raw ores were sent from a 
point on the Mexican Central railroad in the 
State of Durango, by rail to New Orleans, and 
thence by steamer to Hamburg, Germany. 
The through rates from: Mexico to Germany 
were $14.80 perton. The rates to Kansas City 
would be $11.60 per ton, or, with the United 
States duty on the lead in the ore, $12.50 per 
ton. Butthis Treasury Department duty of 
$83 per ton, which is two and a third times what it 
costs to send a ton of ore all the way from the 


center of Mexico to Europe, makes it impossi-. 


ble for these mixed ores to enter this courttry. 
There seems to be no good reason why a de- 
partmént of the .Government should be en- 
gaged in the business of building up Ham- 
burg at the expense of Kansas City. But such 
is the practical working of McKinleéy’s bill.

THE “JOURNAL” STRUGGLING WITH 
| STORM WATERS. 
Messrs. Hurd and Cooley have split asunder 


on the drainage question. The former, a non- . 


resident of the Sanitary District, is tormented 
with dreams and dread of “storm waters,” 
and wants a channel with acapacity of 600,000 
cubic feet, beginning at Summit, down to 
Joliet. Mr. Cooley, also a non-resident, de- 
mands to have his channel—far bigger than 
the harsh law directs—begin here, meaning 
thereby either Bridgeport or the mouth of the 
river. He does not say which. Mr. Benezette 
Williams, another non-resident, coincides gen- 
erally with Cooley. 

It will be seen that these three men who take 
such a philanthropic interest in the affairs of 
a municipality of which they are not citizens 
cannot agree among themselves. The Jour- 
nal, which, though printed in the district, is 
an alien to the needs and wishes of its resi- 
dents, has been forced to make its choice be- 
tween Cooley and Hurd. Having no mind of 
its own it has to follow some leader, and on 
this occasion it has selected Mr. Hurd and 
toddles along after him in the path he has 
chosen. It reéchoes his wail that if there 
is not a 600,000-cubic-foot-a-minute channel 
from Summit, but only the channel proposed 
by the Drainage Trustees, with a capacity for 
800,000 feet, that the storm waters of the Des- 
plaines will back inte the lake some spring 
day the sewage-laden waters of the Chicago 
channel and poison the drinking water of the 
people four miles out to the new intakes! 
This reminds one of the servant-girl who was 
led by the sight of the stove to the thought 
that if she were married and were to have 
a child, and that child were tocrawl into 
the oven and she were to make a fire in the 
stove, the child would be roasted. Then she 
wept. The tears of the tender-hearted Jour- 
nal are equally uncalled fer. 

There is not once in half a dozen years a 
flood in the Desplaines of such magnitude as 
not only to occupy the full capacity of a 300,- 
000-foot channel, but in addition to that to 
force back up hill the drainage waters into 
the lake, And in order to pollute the drink- 
ing water. the sewage would have to be driven 
out four miles to reach the future intakes. 
To avert such a remote evil as this, lasting for 
one day in every six years, the nervous and 
panicky Journal is willing to spend $15,000,000 
extra! Mr. Hurd is a non-resident and does 
not mind the additional taxes this means in 
Chicago. But those who are taxpayers are 
not going to consent to any such wasteful 
nonsensé. They do not believe, even if the 
Journal does, that the dreadful “storm 
waters of the Desplaines will run up hill and 
bid defiance to all natural laws! Nor thata 
partial overflow some March day through the 
river into the lake is going to pollute the 
drinking water taken at intakes four miles 
from the shore, Not much. 


THE CINCINNATI an PARTY CONVEN- 
TION. 
OThe convention assembled at Cincinnati for 
the avowed object of launching a third polit- 
ical party, whatever else it may be or do, is 
one of the most heterogeneous of its kind in 
the history of mass-meetings. There are at 
least twenty different organizations represent- 


ing twenty different ‘sets of ideas instead of 


one cardinal principle or policy, which is 
usually the central point of party orgaffiza- 
tion. They are assembled to formulate a 
platform around which voters are expected to 
rally. Every ism is represented, and the fol- 
lowers of every ism have a patent panacea for 
the evils which are afflicting modern society. 
There are the Greenback rag-baby men, the 
Bellamyites with their millennial absurdities, 
the Henry George men with their single-tax 
folly, tlie Union Laborites, the Knights of 
Labor, the Farmers’ Alliances, the stumptail 
silver lunatics, the eight-hour men, the Sub- 
treasury lunatics, the Christian alists, the 
Woman’s Rights shriekers, the hibition- 
ists, and if there be any other ism or crankery 
unmentioned in this list it is sure to have its 
advocates there. 5 ' 
The convention is not a national one in any 
sense, New England is unrepresented except 
by a few Bellamy lunatics from Massachusetts 
and one or two Greenback fossils from Maine. 
The Middle States send but a few delegates, 
and they principally represent themselves. 
The South is not “in it to any extent, as it 
does not favor a third party movement for 
fear of splitting the Bourbons in that sec- 
tion, though it is willing the West should go 
in because it thinks it would enhance the pros- 
pects of Democratic success. Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Ohio, and Indiana furnish the bulk of 
the delegates, having 976 of the 1,417 delegates, 
and Kansas dominates the whole business. 
The only point of interest connected with the 
convention is the action it may take as to the 
advisability of forming a third party. As we 
have already said, the Southern conservatives 
do not care to be dragooned into a third 
party, bat are willing that the Western radi- 


cals shail take such action, and it may be as- 


sumed that these Western radicals, puffed up 
by recent victories, fancy they are strong 
enough to go it alone and will do 80. |

“A PROPHET WITHOUT HONOR AT HOME.” 

Ex-Mayor Cregier is at St. Paul croaking 
about the World's Exposition. He says it will 
be a failure; that the buildings will not be 
ready on time, and that Congress will he 
asked to postpone the opening day. These 
and many other equally foolish remarks were 
made by this false prophet. 

Were Mr, Cregier to talk thus in Chicago it 
would be unnecessary to contradict nim, for 
the people, who after trying him for two 
years repudiated him last month by a major- 
ity of about 70,000 votes, do not pay the least 
attention to what he says. But the residents 
of St. Paul do not know him so well—lucky 
people—and it 1s proper therefore to give them 
a little information about this ex-Mayor who 
is venting his sour spleen among them. 
From April of 1890 to April of 1891 he was 
one of the directors of the World's Fair and 
the Chairman of its most important commit- 
tee—that on Grounds and Buildings—and dis 
played there a capacity for procrastination, 
indecision, and mental wabbling which was 
astounding. What little mind he had never 
seemed to be fixed on one point for two suc- 
cessive days. He was everything by turns.“ 
and generally in the wrong. If he assented to 
a proposition one day, he dissented from it 
the next or dodged it at the third meeting. 
In neither case could he give an intelligent 
reason for his action or change of mind. He 
never did anything and never wanted anything 
to be done, because he was’ tormented with 
fears that it would not be done in a way that 
would inure to his'réélection. 

Were he in sole charge of the Exposition it 
would not be opened till the beginning of the 
next century, if thén; and when it did open it 
would be a fifth-class show, ranking among 
expositions as he does among Mayors. 

The citizens of St. Paul and other places 
which may be visited by this individual who 
was cast out of the Board of Directors by the 
same vote which threw him out of the Magor’s 
chair will please understand that the World's 
Fair buildings will be finished and the Fair 
opened on time. The contracts for the build- 
ings will soon be let and the contractors will 
push things, working by day and by night 313 
days in the year. With sunlight by day and arc 
light by night, and three shifts of men for the 
twenty-four hours when needed, they will be 
through in abundant time. The “ inclement 
weather on which Mr. Cregier lays such 
stress will not delay them. And if they are 
inclined to loiter they will have behind them 
spurrmg them on not the impotent and im- 
practicable Cregier but the energetic business- 
men who make up the Board of Directors. 
And as there will be no Cregierism about the 
management—no politics and no stuffed pay- 
rolls—the Fair will be the grandest the world 
has yet seen or will see till the United States 
gives another and bigger one 100 years hence. 


THE REAL-ESTATE BOARD DELEGATES 
Af SPRINGFIELD. 

A delegation from the Real-Estate Board 
went down to Springfield this week to urge 
the Legislature to substitute for the compro- 
mise Lake-Front bill prepared at the confer- 
ence of citizens one drafted by the board. 
According to one of the correspondents who 
seems to be on the inside this is the meat of 
the proposition of the real-estate men: 

The bill proposes to restrict the Illinois Cen- 
tral’s acquisition to the dock line, along which it 
may build docks where the company already has 
the required right; to take from the Central the 
four blocks between Randolph and Adams and in 
dispute ; to take from the company the property 
at Fourteenth street, owned unquestionably by 
the railroad; and that the City Council shail have 
the right to dispose of the made land to be ac- 
quired by the city for commercial purposes. 
Here is where the Real-Estate Board show the 
weakness of their proposition. They are not in 
favor of a Lake-Front park. They want the 
City Council to have the right to divert this prop- 
erty to commercial use and be able to sell it to a 
syndicate of real-estate speculators, but they for- 
get that the railroad company would stand 
an equal chance with other speculators in cor- 
rupting the City Couneil into selling the Lake- 
Front for a song. 

Judging from this, what the authors of the 
scheme want is not a park on the Lake-Front 
—for there is not much room for speculation 
in parks—but an arrangement by which sev- 
eral hundred acres of land may be made along 
the Lake-Front and thrown open to commer 
cial uses. ‘Then the real-estate men w 
have more land in the business center of the 
city to deal iu, ahd could work up a “boom” 
in adjoining business property. These gen- 
tlemen have also broad ideas about filling up 
the Chicago River. They want to drive the 
vessels out of the city. In return they suggest

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The shortest answer to these misleading fig- 
ures is that out of the total population in 
1880, which was 503,185, there were 298,326 born 
in the United States. But, according to this 
remarkable correspondent, Chicago had fewer 
native-borg citizens in 1890 than ten years 
before, although the population had increased 
700,000, 9 

It is plain to see how he has made his fig- 
ures, He has counted as foreign-born all the 
American children of foreigners, even when 
born in this city. He has taken a German or 
Irishman who came here thirty or forty years 
ago and has had eight or ten children since 
his arrival and has counted the entire ten or 
eleven as foreigners! That is not the way to 
reckon nativity, however. The man or woman 
who was born in this country and raised in it 
must be called a native, whether his or her 
parents came from England, France, Ger- 
many, Sweden, Poland, or elsewhere. So of 
all persons, young or old or infant—if born in 
this country, they must be counted among the 
natives of the United States. 

It ia. true that this is largely a foreign city. 
Of the registered voters last fall just about 
half were naturalized, and there were many 
thousand adult males who were not registered 
because not naturalized. But it is safe to say 
that of the children of these registered nat- 
uralized voters more than two-thirds were 
born in the United States. It is within the 
limits of truth to say that of the 1,200,000 peo- 
ple of Chicago more than 700,000 were born 
in this country, and less than 500,000 abroad. 
When the census figures giving nativity are 
printed the exact numbers will be known. 
The figures given in the World are mere 
guesses, and bad ones, of the man who sent 
them, 


A FIVE MILLION UNDERSTATEMENT. 

The Washington correspondent of a hyphen- 
ated concern brought out in Chicago, in a dis- 
patch intended to reflect on Collector Mamer 
says among other foolish things: (1) Mamer 
collected last year $10,371,000, 
$9,134,000 collected the previous year—an ip- 
crease of a little over $1,000,000 in a total of 
$10,000,000.” N 

This is intended as a contradiction of a 
statement in Tax TMnUn that Mr. Mamer’s 
collections were largely in excess of the collec- 
tions made under his Democratic predecessor, 
Mr, Stone.

RUNNING THE CANAL PUMPS. 

A Springfieli dispatch states that the At- 
torney-Gengral has prepared at the request 
of the Canal Commissioners” a resolution to 
compel this city to keep the Bridgeport sew- 
age pumps at work all the time. It is difficult 
to understand why the Commissioners should 
have felt it necessary to ask the Legislature to 
direct the city to do something which it is 
anxious todo and is prevented from doing 
only by causes over which its officers have no 
control. 

The joint resolution of 1881, which is in 
force yet, directs this city to pump 60,000 


subic feet of water per minute into the canal, 


and instructs the Commissioners to take care 
of that much water if the canal will accom- 
modate it. It is not the fault of Chicago if 
the ditch will not hold that much water. It 
is not Chicago which has allowed it to fill up 
till ite carrying capacity has been greatly les- 
gened. If the Commissioners would do the 
needed dredging and raise, at small expense, 
a few low bridges they would be able to take 
care of the 60,000 cubic feet and more. 
Chicago desires to throw into the canal all 
the water it can. Last year it proposed to in- 
crease the quantity, but the Commissioners 
would not consent. If they will agree to take 
more than 60,000 cubic feet the city will put 
up more pumps at Bridgeport and give them 
all they ask for.
